3.12 Descriptive notes 


3.12.9 VC-L This descriptive note (Vessel Connectivity) will be assigned when the vessel has been provided with an onboard 
connectivity and vessel-to-shore communication system to enable audio/visual livestreaming capabilities in the ship’s core locations, 
verified and tested in accordance with the Guidance Notes for Vessel Connectivity. For new constructions, and where the shipyard 
is responsible for installing the permanent Wireless Network System, including the interface with the Vessel-Shore Connectivity 
System, but where other items are not yet available, such as a contract with an internet service provider or documentation, a 
descriptive note READY(VC-L) may be assigned subject to verification and testing in accordance with the Guidance Notes for Vessel 
Connectivity. 


3.12.10 VC-L+ This descriptive note (Vessel Connectivity) will be assigned when the vessel has been provided with an onboard 
connectivity and vessel-to-shore communication system to enable audio/visual livestreaming capabilities in the ship’s core and 
additional locations, verified and tested in accordance with the Guidance Notes for Vessel Connectivity. For new constructions, and
